R ear A dm iral F le tch er has ordered I 
foreigners to tak e refuge on board J 
sh ip s or to co ng reg ate on the w ater 
front w here th ey will be under t h e 1 
protection of his guns. 


Rebels Outnum ber Federals. 


T h e fighting began tw o days ago. 
Indications w ere it would continue at 
least ano th er 
day. 
T w o 
thousand 
federals were engaged and probably 
tw ice as m any rebels. 
T he rebels, who are in possession 
of the railroad yards and shops an d 
large stores of m aterial and equip­ 
m ent, have d etached from their lines 
sufficient men to u nd ertak e repairing 
th e railroad n o rth and w est from T a m ­ 
pico tow ard Victoria. 
O ccasional shells fell in the h e a rt 
of th e city of T am pico and bullets 
from rifles and m achine guns w ere 
num erous enough to m ake advisable 
th a t all resid ents not engaged in th e 
operations seek cover. 
F or the m ost 
p a rt the firing w as limited to the a r ­ 
tillery of th e rebels and the guns of 
th e Bravo. 
According to reports received here 
the 
rebels 
have 
not dam aged 
any 
property, 
but the 
firing, 
especially 
that 
from the 
federal cannon, 
en­ 
dangered the tanks and the refinery 
of the W aters-Fierce Oil company.

of the 
A m erican 
Federation 
of Labor, 
as­ 
serted in an address a t the fourteenth 
annual m eeting of the N ational Civic 
federation. 
Mr. G om pers cited a recen t case in 
which a labor body w as dissolved l?y 
the c o u rts and oth er cases in which 
individuals 
have been 
indicted 
be­ 
cause they struck in sy m p ath y with 
fellow strikers. 
He recalled th e coal 
strik e of 1902. 
T he victory was dearly bought and 
the suffering 
was aw ful,” 
he said, 
"but th e m ovem ent w as wonderful and 
w rought a g reat change in th e eco­ 
nomic, m aterial, social and m oral con 
dition of th e workers. 
"The w orking people in the a n th r a ­ 
cite and bitum inous regions of P en n­ 
sylvania a re now threatened w ith the 
loss and th e liberty of their rights,” 
he continued, "for th e em ployers are 
a tte m p tin g to take th eir righ ts from 
them .

HOUSE LEADERS HOPE 
TO EXPEDITE BILLS 


Will llso Endeavor lo Keep 


D on Kpproprlalloos. 


W ashington. Dec. 13.—H ouse lead­ 
ers will confer in Speaker Clark’s of­ 
fice with a view' to keeping appropria­ 
tion bills down to the low est possible 
lim it and expediting the reporting of 
these m easures. 
The speaker called the conference 
in a letter addressed to the various 
com m ittees authorized to present ap­ 
propriations, including appropriations, 
postoffice, m ilitary and naval, rivers 
and harbors, agricultural, Indian and 
foreign affairs. 
He asked the chairm an and ranking 
Dem ocrat of each com m ittee to m eet 
Majority Leader Underwood and him ­ 
self to discuss th e general situation. 
Speaker Clark said that the pur­ 
pose of the conference was to urge 
early 
reports 
on 
the 
appropriation 
bills so congress m ight get away from 
W ashington some* tim e next summer. 
"Of course,” he said, ’we intend, if 
we can without doing injustice to any 
departm ent or service of the govern­ 
m ent, to keep the appropriations w ith­ 
in 
the 
estim ated revenues and we 
think we can do it.” 
The total 
departm ental 
estim ates 
now in for the appropriations for the 
next fiscal year aggregate $1,035,000,- 
b00 and the estim ate of regular and 
perm anent annual appropriations for 
the next year, as figured by the ap­ 
propriations com m ittee, on this basis 
is $1,108,681,777. 
T hese totals for 1915 overtop the 
estim ates that w ere made for the cur­ 
rent year by $3,474,813,

It Is for a new am end­ 
m ent to the constitution which reads: 
The congress shall have power to define, 
prevent and suppress monopolies, conspir­ 
acies, combinations and agreem ents in re­ 
straint of trade. 


If the fram ers of the constitution 
could have foreseen th e possibilities of 
monopolizing trad e som e such provi­ 
sion would have been m ade a p art of 
th e original d o c u m e n t 
A t present tile g reat difficulty with 
legislation relating to tru sts is th a t no 
one can tell how fa r o r by w h at a u ­ 
thority congress may move. 
Much has 
been done under th e in te rsta te com­ 
merce clause of tile constitution, and 
nnicn more may 
be attem pted, 
but 
good law yers seem to be able to m ake 
trouble every tim e any law is enacted. 


The President’s Dilemma. 
A lthough th e tru st problem has been 
before congress for m onths and w as 
before the people a long tim e before 
W oodrow W ilson w as a public charac­ 
ter, the president w as unable to deal 
w ith the g rea t question w hen he de­ 
livered his annual message. 
T h e pres­ 
ident found m any suggested methods, 
b u t he found also th a t state Jurisdic­ 
tion and constitutional inhibition met 
him at every turn 
T h a t was why he 
delayed ids recom m endations on trusts. 
Of course tile Nelson method, am end­ 
ing Hie constitution, will tak e quite a
